D is assumed to be the CD-ROM drive letter in the aforementioned 
example; if not, substitute the drive letter of the CD-ROM drive 
designation in place of the letter D. A colon follows immediately after the 
drive letter; leave no spaces before or after the colon. 

0 To install Key Action Traveler select Fil e...Run and type: 

D:\SETUP.EXE Enter 
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An "Initializing Setup" message is displayed. A screen message then 
advises that the program is to be installed to C:\KEYTRAV, which means 
that a directory entitled KEYTRAV is created on the C drive (the hard 
disc) and files are copied to the directory. 

A choice must be made: 

Click on continue to create the KEYTRAV directory on the C hard drive 
and install the files there; OR press the backspace key to enter a drive 
letter and /or directory name if the program is to be installed to a different 
drive and/or directory name. 

The Key Action Traveler Setup box appears on the screen, showing the names 
of the files as they are copied to the hard disk. The system creates a program 
group and icons for Key Action Traveler in the Windows Program Manager.

Once an activity has been selected, a screen is displayed giving information about 
the activity or location. Detailed information for the activity is available at the 
click of a button.
